The prior art of record alone or in combination, does not teach or fairly suggest 
the combination of steps as recited in independent claims 1,13 and 25, wherein 
generating an expression of numerical index terms based on the boundary number, 
wherein a respective numerical index term in the expression includes information 
indicative of an integral portion of a logarithm of the boundary number; searching a 
document index using the expression to identify one or more documents 
containing numbers that satisfy the expression.
